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FRANCHISE TAX BILL 


_AS PASSED BY SENATE 


As passed by the senate by a vote of 36 te 2, the franchise tax bill is practi- 
cally the same in intent and effect as the measute passed By the house, though 
many amendments have been added. These amendments, many of them, simply 
perfect the verbiage of tae bill, while others. make more definite the provisions 
with regard to the returns of franchi ses for taxation and the collection of the 


taxes.

The amendment of greatest intere st, perhaps, is that inserted in section 10, 


which provides that where street rail roads or other 


corporations now pay 


cities or counties an occupation tax, or a percentage of their gross receipts, 
such payment shall be deducted from the amount levied and collected as a 
franchise tax for the city or county to which such payment igs ovade. 

The franchise tax bill in full as p assed by the senate is as follows: 


A bill to be entitled an act to provide 
for and require the payment of taxes on 
franchises, and to describe the method 
for the return and payment of said taxes.

The bill as reported by 
the finance committee had, he understood, 
the approval of the comprtoller .general. 
It at least was the only measure before 
the senate, and whether perfect or not it 
was the duty of the senate to adopt it 
with the assurance that if there were any 
imperfections in it.they would be reme- 
died as a result of the experience growing 
out of its application. 

President Howell spoke five minutes, 
taking the position the senate should not 
adjourn without action of some kind look- 
ing to franchise taxation. Upon the con- 
clusion of his remarks Chairman Davis, 
of the finance committee, concluded the 
debate in behalf of the committee report. 
Chairman Davis declared the bill was just 
as plain and explicit as any tax bill that 
had ever been passed. He urged that the 
bill be passed as reported, and at the con- 
clusion of his remarks a vote was taken 
with the result stated. 


Details of the Debate. 

The franchise tax bill came up as the 
specia] order at 10:30 o’clock. The bitl 
was returned with a favorable recom- 
mendation of the majority of the members 
nt the finance committee. 

A minority report, claiming that the 
bill was hastily drewn and advising post- 
ponement of action until the next ses- 
sion of the general assembly, was sub- 
mitted by Senators Smith of the eigh- 
teenth, Stevens of the thirtieth, Hudson 
of the thirteenth, A.°B. Diincan of the 
tenth, Moore of the first, Turner of the 
thirty-fourth, Hightowe- of the ninth, 
and Middlebrooks of the twenty-seventh 
This report was first submitted to the 
senate and was voted down. 

An amendment was then introduced by 
Senator Smith providing that franchises 
be valued at 5 per cent of the gross earn- 
ings of the corporations holding them and 
thet a tax of one-half of 1 per cent be laid 
upon the valuation set in this way. 

Mr. Smith spoke in favor of this amend- 
ment, stating that it would make the 
tax to be levied definite, whereas, ac- 
cording to the terms of the bill no cor- 
poration would know the amount @f tax 
that it must pay cn its ‘ranchise. 

Senator Perry, of the thirty-third dis- 
trict, followed Mr. Smith, speaking 
against the proposed amendment. The 
burden of his remarks was that such 
a vatuation would be unconstitutional, 
as the. constitution of the state provides 
that all property shall be valued alike. 

Senator Middlebrooks. of the twenty- 
seventh, spoke fn favor of the amend- 
ment, advancing practicaily tie same ar- 
guments as those made by Mr. Smith.

In presenting them Senator 
Skelton stated that he believed his meas- 
ure would bring the same effect as the 
committee bill, and by a much simpler 
method. Senator Middlebrooks, of the 
twenty-seventh, introduced a substitute 
for the original bill, the amendment and 
the substitute. 

At this juncture Senator Hopkins, of 
the seventh, made an effort to close de- 
bate by introducing a motion to the effect 
that a yote be had on the original meas- 
ure at 1 o'clock. The yeas and nays were 
called for and the call sustained. The 
motion was lost by a vote of 21 to 20, and 
debate proceeded. 

Senator Skelton got the floor and spoke 
in favor of his substitute, stating that it 
was submitted with the approval of 
Comptroller General Wright. 

Senator Howell followed Mr. Skelton. ; 
He emphasized the fact that Senator 
Skelton’s stibstitute was introduced with 
the approval of Comptroller General 
wright, and moved that the substitute 
be referred to the finance committee with 
the request that it at once confer with 
Comptroller General Wright. He em- 
phasized the importance of prompt ac- 
tion on the bill, ang added to his motion 
that the finance committee should meet 
at once: that the senate should recon- 
vene at 3 o'clock, and that the matter be 
finaily acted upon before the adjourn- 
ment of the afternoon session.

SENATE STRIKES 
TAX FEATURES 


Aciion of Upper House on Tax 


Measure 1s Completed, 


- 


At 9 o’clock last night the senate com- 
pleted work on the general tax bill and 
immediately transmitted it to the house. 
The bill as passed by the senate contains 
a number of important amendments to 
the bill as left by the house. 

The famous section 18, which provided 
for the taxing of all foreign corporations 
maintaining offices or agencies in Geor- 
gia, was stricken from the bill, The 
taxes imposed by this section ran from 
$25 to $1,000, according to the amount of 
the capital stocks of the corporations. 
This section was generally known as the 
‘thousand dollar section.” 

The section relating to the tax on retail 
liquor dealers was so changed as to make 
the amount of the tax $200 instead of 
$300, as set by the house. It was also 
provided that this tax be collected from 
all social or fraternal clubs retailing in- 
toxicating liqhors. A tax of $10 was also 
set on all buffet, palace or dining cars 
that retail Hquors. This tax was set at 
§200 by the finance committee, but was 
reduced to $10 by the senate. 

The coco-cola tax was stricken from 
the bill and the tax on stock exchanges 
reduced from $1,560 to $1,000. 

The sections’ relating to franchise taxes 
were stricken out, the senate having al- 
ready passed a specific franchise tax bill, 

Section 9 was so amended as to credit 
express, telegraph and telephone compa- 
nies with the amount they. pay on their 
franchises when collectng the occupation 
tax provided by this statute. 

The taxes imposed on circuses were 
cut in half by .the senate. According to 
the amendment they will pay $20 in 
towns -of 20,000. population or over, $100 
in towns of 10,006 or over, $75 in towns’ 
of 5,000 or over and $50 in towns of 4,000 
or over. - 

Section 10 was amended so as to im- 
pose no tax on local manufacturers of 
automobiles and bicycles.

Destruction of Casiro's Navy Nol 
Liked at Washington, 


Impression Grows That British and 
German Forces Are at La Guay- 
ra for Other Purposes Than 
the Mere Collection 
of Debts.

Washington, December 11.—(Special.)— 
The reported destruction by the naval 
forces of Great Britain and Germany of 
the boats of the Venezuelan navy which 
they captured at LaGuayra has served to 
give rise to a great deal of unfavorable 
comment in official and diplomatic cir- 
cles. 

While there is no confirmation of this 
destruction in the official dispatches re- 
ceived by Secretary Hay, it is presumed 
from certain references in: the reports of 
the house of commons debate that the lit- 
tle war ships after being taken were de- 
liberately destroyed by the Germans. 
This act has served to:create the. impres- 
sion that the foreign forces now at La- 
Guayra are there for some other pur- 
pose than merely to secure payment of 
the claims, else the boats would have 
been held.as a sort of ransom rather than 
destroyed. 

There is a disposition in official circles 
to agree with Senor Pulido, at the Vene- 
zuelan charge, that this act complicates 
the situation very gravely. Senator Cul- 
lom, chairman of the’ foreign relations 
¢gommittee, expressed practically _ the 
Bame view after he had talked with the 
president this morning. The attitude of 
this government is that there is no call 
for our interference so long as these 
creditor governments are seeking merely 
to secure the payment of just debts, but 
if the English and German expeditions 
are to be merely punitive in thejr char- 
acter, there may be reason for the United 
States stepping in. 

All Prisoners Released. 

Minister Bowen, at Caracas, in a cable- 
gram to the state department dated to- 
day, confirms the press reports that all 
the German and British prisoners have 
been released. 

This was the only advice that came to 
the state department as_to the- situation 
in Venezuela, but it was welcame, for the 
officials felt that by releasing these civil- 
jans President Castro had diminished 
greatly the most dangerous factor in the 
problem.

ADVICE TOBLACKS| 


Bishop Walters. Urges. Virginia 
Negroes To Take Action, 


Richmond, Va., December 11.—(Special.) 
“Fight for your rights, and do not suffer 
yourselves to be disfranchised,”’. said 
Bishop Walters, of the New Jersey Afri- 
can Methodist church, to a great au- 
dience of negroes last night. 

The bishop referred to the movement 
which has been -inaugurated through 
John 8. Wise, of New York, to have de- 
elared, illegal the new constitution of 
Virginia. He said: 

“"We are contending under God for legal 
rights—every one of them—and we should 
boldy say so. The duty of the hour is 
to press the fight. and every negro who 
has a drop of manly blood in his veins 
will come up to the colors, The repub- 
lican party has turned its back upon the 
negro, but this thing must be settled 
fairly and squarely. There will be no 
peace as long as injustice reigns in the 
land as it does. As long as there are 
Jim Crow cars for your refined and cuiti- 
vated wives and daughters, as long as 
there are midnight assassinations, and 
as long as there are discriminations 
against the negroes, every negro in the 
land must stand together. They must 
insist on the southern representation in 
congress being cut down. That will reach 
the white man and help your case. Let 
them see that you are contending for 
something definite. Let the negroes 
north assist their southern brethren, and 
in the states where they hold the balance 
of power, as in New Jersey, let them 
demand of the candidates they support 
justice for the southern negro. :

TAKEN GY ALLIES 


Unless Germany Reclifies Mis- 
lake France Will Act 


Situation Is Delicate and Probability 
of International Complications 
Is Growing—French Sym- 
pathy Is Expressed 
for Venezuela. 


Paris, December 11.—A lengthy official 
dispatch has been received at the foreign 
office here from Caracas, saying that the 
boats of the German war ships in seiz- 
ing the vessels supposed to belong to 
Venezuela, also captured a French mer- 
chant steamer, the Ossun. These advices 
reached here so late today thatthe of- 
ficilails were unable to say what steps 
would be taken in the matter, but it is 
believed that unless the Germans prompt- 
the mistake and release the 
Ossun representaticns on the subject will 
be made to Germany. This is also taken 
to iniicate the delicate state of the 
situation and the possibilities of inter- 
national complications beyond those in- 
volving Venezuela alone. 

The Ossun was owned by a French- 
man, who vsed her in the coastwiee trade 
of South America. About eight: months 
ago the Ossun was seized by the forces 
of President Castro, on the ground that 
the step was a military necessity, and the 
Venezuelan flag was hoisted on board the 
steamer. 

The advices from Caracas further in- 
dicate that some tension is arising be- 
tween the German and Fritish naval com- 
manders over the methods of enforcing 
the demands. The German authorities 
insist on decisive action, and the advices 
received show that they have landed a 
small German force, besides seizing the 
ships. The British commander desires to 
proceed slower and more in accordance 
with the usual course of diplomacy. Asa 
result. of this friction some of the leading 
diplomatic representatives at Caracas 
have 1eporied that it is not ikely that 
the British will participate in the seizure 
of the custom house. If this is borne out,

Cleveland and Keg Hugo 
on the, Same Platform, 


They Take Part in Meeting at Phil- 
adelphia in Aid of the Berean 
‘Manual Training School. 
Cleveland Discusses 
Education. 


Philadelphia, December 11.—Former 
President Cleveland presided tonight at 
a public meeting in aid of the Berean 
Manual Training school, an institution 


which aims to give memters of the negro 
race tne benefits of an in*tustriai educa- 
tion The meeting was attended by prom- 
inent jurists, educators and business meu, 

dir. Cleveland, who is personally inter- 
ested in the school, was the  princivai 
speaker, and Booker T. Washington, 
president of Tuskegee institute, also maue 
an address. 

The institution was established less 
than two years ago and has an enrollmient 
of 200 students. 

Cleveland’s Address. 
Mr. Cleveland's addresg in part follows: 


“It is absolutely certain that every- 
where in this broad land good peopie 
Should be keenly alive to their duties 
and interests as relates to the colored 
men, women, youth and children who con- 
stitute a factor, large or small, in the 
population of every community. 

“lt is foolish for us to biind our eyes 
to tue fact tuat more shouid be done to 
improve the condition of our negro popu- 
lation, and it should be entirely plain to 
ali of us thut the sooner this is under- 
taken the sooner will a serious duty be 
discharged and the more surely will we 
guard ourselves against future trouble 
and danger. Our colored people have been 
Supplied with a measure of public school 
privileges, even though in this they have 
been at a disadvantage as compared wita 
their white neighbors, 

“We will not fail to estimate at its true 
value what has thus been accomplished, 
nor will.we fail to appreciate the im- 
portance of continued and increasing el- 
fort in extending to this class of our citi- 
zens Opportunities for ordinary school ed- 
ucation. 

“No one who has given the subject de- 
liberate thought can doubt that if we are 
to be just and fair toward our colored 
fellow citizens, and if they are to be 
more completely made. self-respecting, 
useful and safe members of our body puoli- 
tic, they must be taught to do some- 
thing more than to hew wood and draw 
water. The way must be opened for them 
to engage in something beer than me- 
nial service, and their interests must he 
aroused to rewards or intelligent occupa- 
tion and careful thrift. 


Favors Manual Training. 


“I believe that the exigency can only be 
adequately met through the instrumental- 
ity of well equipped manual training and 
industrial schools, conducted either inde- 
pendently, or in connection with ordirary 
educational institutions. I am convinced 
that good citizenship, an orderly, content- 
ed life and proper conception of civic vir- 
tue and obligations is almost certain to 
grow out of a fair chance to earn an 
honest, hopeful livelihood and a satisfied 
sense of protection and considerate treat- 
ment, 

“The objects of our assemblage tonight 
are to learn the details of the work done by 
the manual training and industrial school 
located here in the city of Philadelphia. 
and to extend to it our aid and encour- 
agement. 

“Though still young, the Berean Manual 
Training and Industrial school has abund- 


‘ 


ted its power for good. It has passed so 
far beyond and experimental stage that its 
usefulness is seriously cramped by lack 
of means and the want of necessary ac; 
commodations. 

“Surely, if the liberal citizens of Phila- |. 
delphia are once satisfied that their duty 
to their less fortunate colored neighbors 
demands the increased success of this in- 
stitution, it should not be difficult to in- 
duce them to extend to it a helping nand. 
We cannot anticipate that its neglect will 
be chargeable anes the people of this 
philanthropic and patriotic city.”

The plan that has been propoged con- 
forms very nearly to that suggested by 
Alderman T. D. Longino several weeks 
ago when the discussion as to the dispdsi- 
tion of the matter by the legislature was 
at its height.

It is proposed to have a new charter 
revision committee, consisting of fifteen 
members, seven of these to be members of 
council and seven citizens. These four- 
teen gentlemen are to select an umpire, 
who is‘to be the chairman of the com- 
mittee and who is to preside at all the 
meetings. 

Of the seven members of council not 
more than three are to be members of 
the council of 1902 and of the seve® cit- 
izens not more than three are to be 
members of the old charter revision com- 
mittee. In this way there will be, at 
least, eight new men on the new charter 
revision committee and each side. will 
have a majority of new men. The idéa is, 
of course, to break away from the pre- 
judices that bound both sides in the fignt 
over the new charter. 

After the fourteen gentlemen of the 
committee have selected a chairman they 
will take the two new charters that are 
now on the table and from them will 
evolve a new charter that will be pre- 
sented to council next year in time to 
have it acted upon by that body before it 
is sent to the legislature for adoption. 

It is the belief of those who have out- 
lined the plan that it will result in a 
charter that will tbe acceptable to Beth 
sides and which will have sufficient 
strength behind At to secure its adoption 
without serious difficulty by the next 
general assembly.

Washington, December 11.—The senate 


late this afternoon passed, with several 
amendments, the bill fixing the compensa- 
tion of the anthracite coal strike commis- 
gion, and it now goes to conference. The 
sentiment of the senate was strongly in 
favor of allowing the members of the 
commission who are not in the civil or 
military service of the government a lump 
sum for their service. and after consider- 
able debate $4,000 was settled upon as the 
proper amount, thus taking the matter 
out of the hands of the president, as the 


bill originally provided. 

Several other amendments to the Dill 
were adopted fixing the expense of the 
commission and the assistant recorders at 
$10 per day instead of $15, and leaving the 
question of the amount of salary to the 
assistant recorders and employees to the 
commission. The name of the commission 
was also changed to “anthracite coal 
strike arbitration.’’ 

An amendment offered by Mr. Daniel, of 
Virginia, intended to prohibit officers in 
the civil or military branches of the gov- 
ernment from serving on commissions or 
performing duties other than called for 
by law provoked a lengthy discussion, and 
in response to the appeal of Mr. Allison 
and “Mr. Hoar wag finally withdrawn.

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ASPHALT FIGHT. 
MAY COME UP 


Two Northside Sections After 
Smooth Pave- 
ment, 


The fact that there will, doubtless, be 
a lively contest between two north side 
sections for asphalt work when the coun- 
cil of 188 gets regularly to work has 
developed during the past few days and it 
is being watched with considerable in- 
terest by those who expect to receive 
appointments upon the street and finance 
committees, as those two bodies will, 
doubtless, decide the matter. 

As is well known, Peachtree property 
owners, or, at least, an influentia) part of 
them, have been anxious for some time 
for asphalt on Peachtree street, from the 
Whitehall street viaduct to Ellis street, 
the object being not only to directly im- 
prove their property, but also ‘to indi- 
rectly improve it by having it face a 
continuous smooth-pavement driveway 
from Brookwood to East Point. 

Their petition was before the present 
council during the early part of the year, 
but some of the property owners opposed 
the improvement, and the matter final- 
ly. hung fire until it became too late to do 
anything with it this year. Of late, 
however, some of the influentia] property 
Owners have been preparing again for 
the battle before the new council. 

In the meantime the property owners on 
Pryor street, between the railroad cross- 
ing and Peachtree street, have decided 
that they would like to have an asphalt 
pavement in front of their places of bus’!- 
ness. Among the signers of the petition 
for this smooth paving is Alderman-elect 
Hugh T. Inman, who is to be chairman of 
the finance committee of the next coun- 
cil, and one of the most influential mem- 
bers of the new body. 

It is believed that the city will not have 
enough money next year to do both pieces 
of work, particularly as they are so close 
together, and, therefore, it is practically 
conceded that it wil] be a fight for the 
smooth paving between the two streets. 

Naturally the fact that Mr. Inman 
wants a smooth paving on Pryor street 
leads those who have been watching the 
fight to believe that the chances are de- 
cidedly in favor of victory for that thor- 
oughfare and there will be much surprise 
if Peachtree street wins. 

It may be, of course, that there will 
be sufficient money on hand to do both 
pieces of work, hut it is the belief of the 
members of the council of 1908 that there 
will be little money on hand for extensive 
permanent improvements of any kind, 
unless the two issues of bonds are au- 
thorized by the people.

- Reduced to its simplest and most 
candid explanation, the educational 
qualification of suffrage means that 
the intelligent and reputable portion 
of the body politic—happily. in the 
majority—has determined that it will 
no longer tolerate the odium and pos-

degree, morally vicious, voters. The 
color of the voter’s skin is not in- 
quired into. He must pass muster 
educationally. 

It is hoped and believed that the 
stigma of disfranchisement will re- 
sul, in a marked reduction of the per 
centum of illiteracy in the states mak 
ing the experiment.

What a Prominent 
Official Says. 


“There has been a lobby of the convict 
lessees around the capitol with a view to 
preventing action on the question of leas- 
ing the labor of\the state convicts, and 
the failure of tae legislature to decide this 
question. will probably cost the state 
thousands of dollars in the end.” , 

This statement was made yesterday by 
@ prominent and well-known capitol offi- 
cial, who stated that he had evidence of 
the. fact that certain lessees had been 
lobbying to prevent action on tae convict 
bill at the present session, and that he 
could and would produce that evidence if 
necessary. 

“Tt is to the interest of the lessees to 
have no action taken at this session,” he 
stated, “and if there is no summer 5€5s- 
sion and the matter is postponed until fall 
all of the advantage will be on t2eir side 

inst the state. 

oe cots Pha should be taken until Oc- 
tober and bids were advertised for for 
sixty days from January 1, 1904, there 
would be but thirty days between the 
time of opening bids and the time of put- 
ting the convicts to work by the new les- 
sees, Thus it cag readily be seen that the 
present lessees would ‘Aave all the ad- 
vantage in the bidding -and the state 
would unquestionably be the loser as the 
result of it.

Raleigh, N. C., December 11.—(Special.) 
The republican party in North Carolina, 
white and black, is literally in ruins @®4 
there is constant bickering among the 
various factions. Some whites are in re- 
volt against Senator Pritchard, and, of 
course, many negroes are fighting him. 
Hie is yet the “boss,” nowever. 

The whole question of his power turns 
on whether he can oust Sam Vick, the 
negro postmaster at Wilson. It is said 
on good authority that there was an 
understanding with Vick, whose term 
really ended last May, that he would not 
resist Pritchard's plan to make a change 
and put in a white man as postmaster 
at that very important busfess town. 
But at the critical moment Vick, backed 
by Booker Washington, ex-Congressman 
George H. White and Henry P. Cheat- 
ham and some other negroes, is fighting. 


Seaborad To Build New Line. 

The corporation commission is advised 
that the Seaboard Air Line will, on the 
ist day of January, enter Oxford by means 
of a new road, known as tne Oxford and 
Coast Line; also that the latter road wiil 
bulld to Burlington, which is an impor- 
tant factory town on the Southern raii- 
way. The annual report of the corporu- 
tion commission is nearly ready. It will 
show more railway construction in the 
state this year than in a considerable 
time. 


Child Labor Bill Will Pass. 

Denial is explicitly made to The Con- 
sttiution by James H. Pou, a well known 
lawyer, who represents the cotton mill- 
ing interests, of the statement that it 
will antagonize the bill to regulate child 
labor in mills. That bill will be intro- 
duced and will pass, it is said, easily. 


Smallpox in North Carolina. 

The monthly report of the state board 
of health is issued. It shows that there 
is smallpox in nineteen counties; 57 cases 
in Craven, 48 in Mecklenburg, 2% in Swain 
and 20 in Gaston. It says that in Madison 
county 100 cases of scarlet fever are re- 
ported. 


Given Death Sentence. 

Anniston, Ala., December 11.—(Special.) 
Will Perry, colored, found guilty of mur- 
der in the first degree yesterday, was sen- 
tenced today by Judge Coleman, in An- 
nision city court, to be hanged on Jan- 
uary 16, 1908. Perry killed a white man 
named King, a farmer, on May 31, 1901. 
and placed the body on the railroad tracx, 
where it was mutilated.

| Company Asks Judge Newman To-Di- 


rect Verdict in. Its Faver. 


TO DECIDE MOTION TODAY 


Company Claims Verdict of First 
Suit Is Binding on Prezent Suit. 
‘ Su.t Is Againet Govern- 
ment to Recover War 
Revenue Taxes. 


The trial of the second case of ti® Coca- 
Cola company against H. A. Rucker, col- 
lector of interna] revenue, to recover taxes 
to the amount of $29,500, with interest, 
levied on coca-cegla under the war revenue 
act, was begun yesterday morning in the 
United States court before Judge William 
T. Newman. 

Almost the whole of yesterday's ses- 
sion was consumed with argument on @ 
motion by the Coca-Cola company to 
Judge Newman to direct a verdict in its 
favor. The company won its first suit, 
which was for $12,800, and claims that 
the outcome of that suit is binding. on 
the second suit. The coOmpany asserts 
that the issues involved in the two suits 
are the-same, while this is denied by the 
government. 

Two questions are at issue on this 
point, as to whether the ingredients of 
coca-cola are the same as was claimed 
under the first suit and whether the ver- 
dict of that suit is binding on the sec- 
ond suit. At the trial of the first suit 
the government contended that the in- 
gredients of the drink were cola. nuts, 
caffeine; coca leaves, and a slight trace 
of cocaine, and in the present case the 
same ingredients are claimed, with the 
elimination of cola nuts. The govern- 
ment asserts that subsequent investi- 
gation develops that cola nuts are not 
used as an Ingredient. This is one of the 
grounds on which the government opposes 
the motion to direct a verdict... The com- 
pany contends that there is no difference 
in the two suits In this respect. 

The government further claims that 
the doctrine of res adjudicata does not 
apply to taxes or the taxing power of 
the government, and that accordingly the 
first verdict cannot be held as a decision 
in the second suit, The motion was a 
gued at length by Attorney Reuben Ar- 
nold, Jr., for the company, and by’ Dis- 
trict Attorney E. A, Angier, representing 
the government. Judge Newman took 
the questions under advisement, and will 
this morning announce his. decision on 
the motion. Should he sustain the mo- 
tion, the case would then be ended, 
a verdict being .given in favor of the 
company, but should he deny it, the trial 
before a jury will proceed. 


Wiedicine or Beverage. 

The suits of the Coca-Cola company 
make an interesting case and have pre- 
cipitated hard-fought legal battles. The 
main question at issue fs whether coca- 
cola is a medicine or merely a beverage. 
The government claimis that it has me- 
dicinal properties and acts as a medicine, 
while the company contends that it 18 
an innocent, refreshing and invigorating 
soda fount beverage. 

The government yesterday filed a plea, 
in which it is alleged that coca-cola is a 
medicinal compound of such ‘strong char- 
acter that it should be-used only on pre- 
scription of a physiéian. ‘The company 
denies this allegation, amd-.asserts that 
the «-'nk is harmless. 

The first suit was tried in June, 1901, 
and resulted in a mfstrial. The second 
trial of the same suit occurred in Feb- 
ruary, of this year, the jury returning a 
verdict in favor of the Coca-Cola com- 
pany for the full amount sued for, The 
government appealed for a new trial, 
which was refused by Judge Newman. An 
appeal was then taken to the circuit court 
of appeals, which tribunal affirmed the 
decision of the lower court. 

The Coca-Cola company is represented 
by Attorneys Arnold’ & Arnold, and the 
government is represented by District 
Attorney Angier ard Assistant District 
Attorneys George L. Bell and C. 
Camp. 


SOUTHERN WOULD 
RAISE VIADUCT 


Work on Peters Street Bridge May Be- 
gin Yery Soon.

The work of constructing the Peters 
street viaduct will now proceed without 
further interruption if council adopts the 
report of the bridge committee, which 
will be made during the session of next 
Monday afternoon, and which was decided 
upon during a meeting held yesterday 
afternoon at 5:30 o’clock in the city hall.

It will be remembered that the officials 
of the Southern asked that the work on 
the Peters street viaduct stop pending the 
completion of their drawings for the new 
freight depot that is to be located at the 
Peters street crossing. To this council 
agreed, and consequently work on the 
improvement has been at a standstill for 
several months. 

Yesterday afternoon Mr. Thompson an- 
nounced to Councilman Key, chairman of 
the bridge committee, that he would like 
to have.a conference with the representa- 
tives of the city. A meeting of the bridge 
committee was called and at 5:30 o'clock 
Councilman Key, Councilman Garrett and 
Captain Clayton were present for the city,

The sanitary department will not cease 
operations after this week, as has been 
stated from time to time by the afternoon 
papers, and as has been denied by The 
Constitution, which stated in an exclusive 
story that the city had sufficient funds 
on hand to operate its departments. 

Yesterday morning officials of the sani- 
tary department were tald that enough 
money would be furnish them to meet 
the payrolls of next week, and it was 
strongly intimated that! enough money 
would be. forthcoming to meet all ex- 
penses of the department during the re- 
mainder of the year. 

To the latter intimation the officials of 
the sanitary department replied that they 
would like to have a positive statement in 
order that the board of health may act 
upon it when it meets for its final session 
of the year this afteanoon at 5 o'clock in 
the office of the sanitary department at 
the city hall. ° 

It is not at all improbable that a definite 
answer will be given the officials of the 
department this morning regarding the 
ability of the municipality to furnish 
money to the department after.the pay- 
rolis of next week. 

The statement by The Constitution to 
the effect that there is plenty of money 
on hand to operate all the edpartments 
until the end of the year and meet all 
December bills without illegally using any 
of the appropriations of next year for 
their payment is being borne out by the 
factg as they are brought to light or 
given to the public by the officials at the 
money end of the city. It now seems cer- 
tain that the administration of Mayor 
Mims will close with all bills paid and with 
none of its bills left for the next ad- 
ministration to assume. 

The Method Employed. 

Officias at the city hall declare that it 
has oan hard work to do this, and they 
declare' that much credit is due the ad- 
ministration for carrying the city through 
a particularly hard year and keeping 
within the appropriation.

Twenty-Four Will Be Estab- 
lished in His District 


Captain Swift Wins Long Fight Over 
the Location of the Elberton 
Postoffice—Georgia Post- 
offices Advanced to 
Presidential Class.

Washington, December 11.—(Special.)— 
Representative Howard has secured an 
order from the postoffice department for 
the establishment of twenty-four free ru- 
ral mai] routes in his district, the date of 
establishment to be between February 1 
and March 1. While the department has, 
for the presenf, held up the establishment 
and installation of new routes on account 
of the lack of money, the assurance that 
the needed money will be forthcoming 
from congress and the fact that these 
routes havé been inspected and favorably 
passed upon, made it possible for the de- 
partment to promise Mr. Howard that 
these twenty-four routes will be instalied 
in Putnam, Morgan, Oconee, Greene and 
Jasper counties at the date fixed. 

Swift Wins Elberton Fight. 

The long fight over the location of the 
Elberton postoffice has been settled by 
the establishment of the office in the 
property owned by Captain Tom Swift. 
This end was accomplished upon orders of 
the postmaster general, issued at the 
request of Representative Howard. The 
Swift location had been recommended bv 


| two inspectors Sent to investigate and 


Mr. Howard, in urging its selection, fol- 
lowgd the recommendations of these of- 
ficials to the effect that of the different lo- 
cations submitted, this is the best. The 
contest over this apparently small matter 
is the latest phase of the long existing 
feud between Captain Swift, former repre- 
sentative, and Dr. Long, former member 
of the senate. 

The Swift-Long feud is political and has, 
at different times, entered into every 
phase of Elbert county politics. Each has 
sought to have the postoffice established 
on property owned by him. First one and 
then the other has had the favor of the 
postoffice authorities, and the matter has 
swung back and forth since early in 
July, when it was announced that the 
owner of the property in which the post- 
office has for some time been located 
desired to have it removed. 
Captain Swift and Mr. Tate became as- 
pirants for it. There was no agreement 
and accordingly inspectors were sent at 
two different times to look over the field. 
Each of these reported in favor of the 
Swift property, so an order was issucd at 
the department in accordance with these 
reports. Dr. Long had this held up, how- 
ever, largely through the influence of 
United States Marshal Walter Johnson, 
because it is said of Dr. Long’s represen- 
tations of friendliness for the candidate 
whom the republican organization backed 
for the place of postmistress, but who 
failed to be appointed. Then, too, Dr. 
Long claimed that the greater number 
wr aac of the office preferred his prep- 
erty. 

During the absence from Washington 
of the postmaster general, the second as- 
sistant postmaster general issued an or- 
der revoking the earlier otder and di- 
recting that the postoffice be established 
in Dr. Long’s building. At this stage 
Representative Howard took hold of thea

Buying 
was further increased by large clear- 
a@anees and claims that heavy freight 
engagements forecasted a large outward 
movement for the remainder of the 
month. All classes of buyers bought in a 
large way in the local market, which, 
however, was led much of the time by 
New Orleans, where May cotton was sell- 
ing at 8.34, while 8.31 was the price here. 
New Orleans buying orders were a large 
factor in the activity here. The advance 
in prices was in the face of unsettled Wall 
street conditions on account of which 
there was a good deal of selling by Wall 
street parties, who held cotton and wish. 
efi to realize in order to take care of their 
security interests. But for this phase ot 
the situation the advance in the local cot- 
ton market would have been greater as 
the buying was very heavy throughout 
the session. Total sales reported 500,000 
bales, and the market was finally firmer 
ata net advance of 3 to 17 points.

R. M. Seale & Co.’s General Market 
Letter. 

Atlanta, December 11.—Cotton—Liver- 
pool furnished evidence that the desire for 
actual cotton was substantial, as the spot 
sales again figured up 12,000 bales, while 
the prices advanced 4 points. Deliveries 
also arose to theextent of 3 _ points. 
Foreign traders are apparently realizing 
the intricacies of the present situation and 
are not inclined to remain entirely idle 
while such significant developments are 
slowly working in favor of the market 
on the American side. Prospects of ad- 
ditional bad weather and continued light 


‘receipts influenced a good demand for 


spots in New Orleans as well as futures, 
and a sharp imprdvement was established. 
Some of the recent bears were persuaded 
to change their views, and Wall street 
was reported as a liberal buyer in New 
(York. The continuance of light receipts 
in the face of an uninterrupted spell of 
bad weather has served to create more or 
jess uneasiness among those who sold 
Bhead with a degree of confidence that 
supplies would be easy to obtain with 
the return of clear skies. 

Stocks—Money went to 8 per cent in the 
early afternoon and the market was 
flooded by liquidation. It had been ir- 
reguiar, but was under pressure almost 
from the beginning. There was a rally 
about moon, when traders thought they 
detected loud buying in the market, but 
they soon found themselves loaded with 
etocks. The Venezuelan affair caused 
more apprehension and was undoubtedly 
the main factor which precipitated liqui- 
dation. An incident of the day was the 
sale of over 1,600 shares of the National 
City bank ‘stock at one price, namely, 299 
per share. This is very unusual and the 
street concluded that some unseemly 
developments were overhanging the mar- 
ket.

The 
real motive for the precipitate selling 
was the growing conviction that a fur- 
ther extensive loan contraction will be 
necessary to meet the requirements for 
money between now and the first of the 
year. There was more or less actual 
forced liquidation from the refusal of 
lenders to extend maturing loans, but 
many holders were moved by apprehen- 
sion that the same conditions would 
shortly become effective in their own 
cases, so that they threw over large 
holdings. There were some of the largest 
lenders in the street also who withheld 
their funds from the time loan market 
with the intention of waiting for higher 
rates on time loans. This process served 
to keep some supply in the call loan 
market. As high as 9 per cent was paid, 


however, for call loans. Time loans for 
short periods were practically unobtain- 
able, and rates were very firm for the 
longer periods. The rates quoted were 
purely nominal, and all sorts of devices 
were resorted to to increase the actual 
rate of return over the nominal interest 
rate, such as charges for commissions 
and implied agreements on the part of 
the borrower to withdraw only a certain 
proportion of the account loaned. Time 
loans maturing at this time were the im- 
mediate cause of the embarrassment of 
holders of stocks. Rumors were current 
of the liquidation of a loan of several 
million dollars to a single bank, which 
necessitated heavy realizing on collat- 
eral. A curious feature of the incident 
was that the collateral: included many 
hundreds of shares of the stock of the 
bank calling the loan, which were sold 
in the open market. Money brokers re- 
ported that there was not much calling 
of money placed on call, and they also 
reported that where maturing time loans 
to the local banks had to be paid off 
they were unable to secure accommoda- 
tion for borrowers from interior banks. 
The rate paid tn such cases was consid- 
erably above the nominal rate. Where 
the local banks are lending at all, it is 
simply to supply the urgent needs of 
their regular customers for routine busi- 
ness purposes. The sterling exchange 
rate remained firm today, and opinions 
were expressecd that more gold would be 
sent to South America.
